Of course, the choice of the highway

That is the crux of the point at issue. 

The British North America Act, plus 
the interpretations of it by the former 
Chief Justice Sir Lyman Duff, makes it 
very clear that the routing of any national 
system of transport is exclusively the 
business of the federal government. 

Unless the federal es is pe- 
culiarly and inexplicably concerned with 
rewarding Calgary, champion of the Kick- 
ing Horse route, for electing two po ig 
sive Conservatives, it would do well to 
listen to Messrs. Prudham and Macdonald 
who could find ne better way of consoli- 
dating themselves in their new constitu- 
encies than by bringing the highway 
through Edmonton. 

And the constitutional argument for 
the establishment of a royal commission to 
fix the route is ready made for their use.

Bad News for King 


Tt is something of a calamity that the 
Social Christian party of Belgium, which 
was pledged to submit a referendum on 
the recall of King Leopold, has fallen short 
of its required majority in the Belgian 
elections. 

The Social Christians have registered 
only a 44.4 per cent vote and it looks now 
as though Leopold will never return to 
his throne. 

A referendum asking for the call of 
King Leopold from exile would have been 
s& wholesome development for two rea- 
sons: 

First, because it would have placed the 
Belgian monarchy on a more stable basis, 
a desirable thing in any kingdom since 
stability of government is the greatest 
benefaction of monarchy. 

Secondly, because it would have righted 
an injustice of which the world is now 
pretty well convinced.

But there is none who will malign 
the manner in which the Army applies the 
practical postulates of Christianity to the 
unfortunate of this world. 

No branch of the Christian Faith more 
devotedly carries out the tremendous in- 
junction as to loving one’s neighbors. 

And among the Good Samaritans of the 
Army, Major Fisher’s work in Edmonton 
has won him a notable place. 


Leopold 


Undoubtedly King Leopold was at 
fault, in the light of subsequent circum- 
stances, in failing to flee to London with 
his government as the Netherlands and 
Norwegian monarchs did. 

But the error was one of judgment and 
not one of loyalty. 

For a long time King Leopold rested 
under suspicion of -having submitted too 
easily to the Nazi conquerors.and of yield- 
ing himself prisoner to them too readily. 

It is more than clear, now, that this 
suspicion was unfounded and unjust. 

Under bad advice -and pressure, he 
chose to think that he would play the bet- 
ter part by remaining on gian soil, as 
he thought he would be able to do. 

It was an unwise decision. But it was 
not a treacherous one. 

The world owes too much to the memory 
of Leopold's gallant father, Albert the 
Well-Beloved, to allow his son to remain 
under this unhappy cloud.

From Today’s News

More than 100 warships—Brit- 
ish, French, Dutch and Belgian 
-— are assembling in Penzance 
Bay, on England's west cosat, for 
naval exercises. 

These operations are purely 
defensive, aimed at aggression 
from any quarter, The interna- 
tional aspect of this fleet in 
peacetime manoeuvres probably 
ds unique. : 

Meanwhile British, American 
and Dutch warplanes are waging 
over Britain a mock war which 
is designated as “operation foil.” 
Its purpose is to test John Bull's 
defences against an attack with 
atom bombers—from any quart- 
ter, Here agajn the international 
aspect is unique, 

‘This is Britain's first major test 
against atom bombs, In the sec- 
ond day of the operation London 
(which suffered so terribly from 
bombing during the war) was 
“saved” by the defensive air 
fleet, though several midland 
and coastal cities suffered “ex- 
tensive damage.” Official refer- 
‘ees withheld comment on this, 
but the British defensive forces 
were jubilant. 


These two operations are being 
carried out without blare of 
trumpet, although they comprise 
a historic event, 

The exercises seem to be cal- 
culated to serve two important 
purposes: (1) They afford strik- 
ing advertisement of the de- 
termination of the western de- 
mocracies to stand together 
defensively; (2) They provide in- 
valuable defensive experience, 

The operations presumably are 
in part a gesture toward Moscow, 
Their international aspect serves 
notice that the Atlantic Pact is 
more than a piece of paper, 

They also provide practical 
evidence to the harassed coup- 
tries of western Europe that the 
Atlantic Alliance means what it 
says, That is impu. ‘ant, because 
these countries would be sitting 
right under the big guns if apr- 
other war should come, 

Right here it should be said 
that these exercises don't mean 
the western democracies expect 
another world conflict. It does 
mean that they recognize the 
possibility of an upheaval and in- 
tend to be prepared for con- 


f tingencies,

Allegations along these lines 
were part of the case of left-wing 
interests in the Labor party and in 
the section of the press supporting 
the Labor government when the 
commission's appointment was

Rut the same clubs who heaved the 
wrench in the first place have shown little enthusiasm for 
getting behind a ‘composite team’. This was a counter 
proposal of the Alberta Amateur Hockey association; 

They (the die-hards) would rather go on perpetu- 
ating a league (the local junior wheel) that attracts little 
or no patronage. Most nights you could shoot a cannon 
off in the Arena when the teams are playing and not even 
frighten a customer, much Iss hit one. 


Standards Have Been Lowered 


Not only does the current four-team circuit that has 
been masquerading under Junior ‘A’ colors fail to do much 
business at the box-office. 

But as well its standard-bearer, when playoffs roll 
around, consistently has failed to hold its own against 
other Junior ‘A’ representatives. 

Junior hockey men turned cart-wheels. because an 
EAC squad, strengthened by the addition of two or three 
members of the Maple Leafs, knocked off Calgary Buf- 
faloes ir ONE playoff game last spring. 

Why, gentlemen, time was when a Calgarv team— 
any Calgary team—provided no more than a warm-up 
for Edmonton's junior titlists. 

But that was in the days when the men behind 
the teams—at least some of them--thought in terms 
of provincial championships, the Abbott cup and— 
Allah be praised—even the Memorial cup. 

Then the better players, young men whose services 
were in demand, who wanted to make a career of hockey, 
stayed right at home.

We Need A New Deal 

Now we aren’t certain but that Edmonton Athletic 
Club or any other local organization would be biting off 
too big a chunk in tossing in its lot with the WCJHL. 

No one can be certain of anything in this regard until 
a team from here operates in the loop for a season or two. 
Still, as we have indicated in the past, we would like to see 
an Edmonton entry take a whack at it. 

But failing this let’s hope those entrusted with the 
promotion of junior hockey in the city explore every 
possibility that might offer chance for a change in the 
present, rundown-at-the-heels set-up, 

Away with the familiar ‘party line’ of “we aren’t 
interested in championships. We just want a lot of 
kids playing hockey.” This is just an easy out. 

“Lots of kids” played hockey hereabouts before the 
athletic clubs came into existence. 

It’s up to junior hockey men to organize things so 
the better players get an honest-to-gosh shot at provin- 

cial, western Canada and even national honors. if the cards 
should fall that way once in awhile. 

Let’s put Edmonton out in front, where any proud 
city should be.

When Redecorating

It is nice to know that at least one cafe owner plan- 
ned the decor, music, food and lighting, with one thing 
in mind, namely, to appeal to women and to flatter them. 


Not long ago in New York, I 
spent a pleasant two hours at 
The Little Club and was so im- 
pressed with the quiet and peace 
and charm of the place, and the 
attractive looking people I saw 
there, that I asked the owner, 
Billy Reed, “how come?” 

This is the story behind The 
Little Club and many of the 
ideas which have built it's popu- 
larity can be adapted to our 
own homes and lives. Before 
the war Mr. Reed was in show 
business. He played some char- 
acter parts and appeared in musi- 
cals for Warner Brothers. Then 
came a four-year period in the 
navy when he was on anti sub 
patrol in the European theatre 


After victory M*. Reed flew to 
Paris. He was greatly intrigued 
with the many quiet little cafes 
there which acted as meeting 
places between big nights, or as 
spots where friends gathwred for 
good conversation, music and 
food 


When he returned to this coun- 
try he acted upon the idea born 
in Paris: “If women iike a plore 
it will become popular because 
men ask their dates where they 
want to go, and women want to 
go where they will feel com- 
fortable and attractive.” 

He said, “I felt that after the 
hysteria of war people would 
enjoy an intimate place, with 


soft music and soft lights rather 


than the gaudy, brassy spots.” 
At The Little Club there is no 
wiite or blue lighting. The color 


scheme is rose and the lights are | 
pink, The violin music is exquis- | 


ite and the violinists wander from 
table to table but the music is 
never loud enough to interrupt 
conversation, only loud enough 
to be heard. 

Mr. Reed confided two things 
which seemed to me to be the 
epitome of thoughtfulness. He 
said, “did you notice that as the 
evening wears on the lights be- 
come dimmer, because as the 
evening wears on the women's 
makeup wears off?” Also—“I 
have a menu of 20 special sal- 
ads for my reducers or for those 
who are interested in figure 
control.” 

Why do we decorate our 4omes 
without considering how the 
colors affect us? What very un- 
flattering lights we have! What 
about the blaring radio programs 
from five to bedtime? Why not 
flattering lights and colors and 
soft music? 

Human beings respond terrifi- 
cally to their physical sur- 
roundings. Atmosphere can tense 
you up or relax you. You can
